Gov. Baker today replied to Hen-, 
ri Chouteau, Republican nominee 
for Congress in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, who sent him a telegram ask- 
ing him to prevent the Ku Klux 
Klan parade here Oct. 30. 

The Governor’s reply, in a brief 
letter, says he has no authority to 
interfere in such a matter, and that 


‘this is both Gov. Baker’s opinion 


and that of Attorney-General Gen- 
try. The Governor pointed out that 
the police have power to stop any 
gathering or parade that is not or- 
derly. 

Two candidates besides Chouteau 
attended the meeting called by him 
at the Odeon Building last night, 
to protest against the proposed 
klan perade. 

The candidates, besides Chou- 
teau, who spoke against the parade 
to an unofficial gathering of about 
100, are Representatives Albert «&. 
Huber and Walthall M. Moore of 
the Third Legislative District, who 
are nominees for _ re-election. 
Moore is a Negro. State Senator 
William E. Caulfield and Repre- 
sentative John G. Spelman, who 
are not candidates for re-election, 
also spoke. 

Those and other speakers in- 
dorsed Chouteau’s proposal to ap- 
peal to Gov. Baker to use the 
State’s power, to prevent the pa- 
rade. A permit for the parade was 
issued last Saturday by Director 
Brooks of the Department of 
Streets and Sewers, after the City 
Counselor had advised him that

Law. 

The state prohibition law: as 
amended in 1922, provides a two- 
year qenitentiary penalty for any 
one who brews or distills intoxi- 
cating liquor for sale. 

For a person who owns equip- 
ment for the brewing or distilling 
of liquor buj does not use it,’ the 
penalty is a fine up to $1000, or 
30 days to a year in jail 

The law makes it a felony to 
transport liquor in a vehicle be- 
longing to another. ; 

The sale or giving.qway of liquor 
which causes death, blindness, par- 
alysis or insanity, is made a lony, 
punishable by two years’ imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary or by one 
year in jail and a $1000 fine,

“Judge Priest is able to answer the 
question better than He is thor- 
oughiy equipped to deal with the ques- 
tion of the powers and functions of the 
State and the Governor In fact, he an- 
swers !t, in part at least. by calling at- 
tention to the outrageous law now in 
the State statutes modeled on, but ex- 
ceeding in drastic tyranny. the Volstead 
Act. The law deals with prohibition and 
is intended to equip the State with am- 
pie power, more power than the Consti- 
tution confers, to co-operate a the 
Federal Government 
personal conduct and the conscience and 
judgment of citizens AS GOVERNOR, 
JUDGE PRIEST GOULD HELP TO RE- 
PEAL THAT LAW.” 

My contention is that the 
State dry law referred to in the above 
editoria! is the one that is now sought 
to be repealed by direct action of the 
people.
